MR.  BURLEY  has  many  in- 
teresting recollections  of  earlier 
days  at  Cressy.  He  recalls  see- 
ing Prinyers  Cove  full  of  ships 
and  at  one  time  noted  40  sail- 
ing ships  within  sight  in  that 
area. 

As  an  apple  buyer,  he  recalls  the 
big  orchards  in  that  district.  One 
year  he  purchased  10,000  barrels. 

Moving  to  Picton  40  years  ago, 
Mr.  Burley  went  into  the  imple- 
ment business  and  travelled  four 
years  for  Frost  and  Wood  Imple- 
ment Co.  In  1915  he  secured  the 
agency  for  Chevrolet  cars,  in 
partnership  with  the  late  Charlton 
Metcalfe.  Their  demonstrator  car 
was  the  sixth  Chevrolet  sold  in ' 
Canada.  The  first  year  they  sold 
130  cars.  After  five  years,  agen- 
cies for  the  Nash,  Dodge  and 
Willys  Knight  were  added.  In 
1933,  Mr.  Burley  retired  from  the 

car  and  garage  busmess.

Subject 
nevertheless  to  the  payment  of  all  my  just  debts  and  subject 
likewise  to  the  support  and  maintenance  of  my  wife  Susannah 
Burley  as  aforesaid  and  also  subject  in  like  manner  to  the 
maintenance  and  support  of  my  said  daughter  Catherine  Burley 
during  her  natural  lifetime  as  before  mentioned  •     If  my 
daughter  Deborah  shall  fail  to  furnish  to  my  wife  aforesaid 
and  my  said  daughter  Catherine  a  good  and  comfortable  support 
and  maintenance  as  hereinbefore  provided,  then  and  in  that 
case  I  authorize  my  said  executors  to  sell  and  convey  such  a 
part  of  the  said  estate  either  real  or  personal,  hereby  given 
to  my  said  daughter  Deborah  as  may  be  necessary  for  such  support 
and  maintenance  as  aforesaid.
